During the time the CAPASSO' s were getting divorced, 

Mrs. CAPASSO secretly tape recorded their conversations. On at 
least two of these tapes, Mr. CAPASSO states repeatedly his 
concern that Mrs. CAPASSO could put him in jail if she disclosed 
certain information. Although Mrs. CAPASSO mentions the INTERNAL 
REVENUE SERVICE (IRS) as being potential recipients of this 

information, Mr. CAPASSO used the term "authorities," which may 
indicate other type of criminal violations, possibly the 
corruption of public officials to secure city construction 
contracts. Mr. CAPASSO' s companies are currently involved in one 
contract for the City of New York valued in excess of 50 million 
dollars, wherein the work being done is dissimilar to work 
previously performed. 

In addition to being an associate of MATTHEW lANIELLO, a 
reputed "Capo" in the GENOVESE crime family, Mr. CAPASSO is 
referenced in other matters under investigation by the New York 
Office of the FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION.
